Tradition, color, prayer mark ancient rites

A 900-year old Church tradition adapted for 
today’s time was brought to life Tuesday as 26 
men and women were invested Knights and 
Ladies of the Equestrian Order of the Holy 
Sepulchre of Jerusalem. 

The two-hour ceremony in St. Brigid’s church, 
Pacific Beach, marked the first investiture in the 
papal order’s newly organized Western 
Lieutenancy. 


CARDINAL MAXIMILIAN de Furstenberg, 
grand master of the 11th century order, invested 
the Knights and Ladies, who included 17 from the 
San Diego diocese. 

He was assisted by Bishop Leo T. Maher, first 
grand prior of the order’s western region, who, in 
his homily, called on the Knights and Ladies to 
be “eminent members of the Mystical Body of 
Christ and carry the spirit of the Gospel in 
their family and community living.” 

They should ‘‘prepare the world for the seed of 
the Word of God,’’ he stressed. 


INVESTED FROM the San Diego area were 
Msgr. Donald F. Doxie, pastor of St. Brigid’s; 
Msgr. John F. Purcell, pastor, Sacred Heart, 
Coronado, and Msgr. William D. Spain, pastor, 
St. James, Solana Beach.

THE OTHERS INCLUDED Bishop Merlin 
Guilfoyle of Stockton with nine others from his 
diocese, and six from Anchorage, Alaska. 

In the ceremony, preceding a concelebrated 
Mass, the Knights and Ladies pledged to be 
“true soldiers of Christ ... practice Christian 
perfection . . . and take care that his holy name 
be spread and loved everywhere.”’ 

The honorees wore formal attire, with men in 
white ties and tails and women in black evening 
gowns and veil. The Knights were invested with 
the symbolic spurs, sword, cross and cape, and 
the Ladies with cross and cape. 

Cardinal de Furstenberg, standing before the 
altar, told the Knights: 


“I REMIND YOU, that if all. men should 
consider themselves honored.to practice virtue, 
so much the more must a soldier of Christ, who 
should glory in being a Knight of Jesus, use 
every means never to sully his good name. 
Finally, he ought to show by his actions and 
virtues that he is deserving of the honor which is 
being conferred upon him and of the dignity with 
which he is invested.” 

Together the Knights replied, ‘“‘I declare and 
promise by word and in truth to God Almighty, to 


Jesus Christ, his son, to the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, to observe, as a true soldier of Christ, all 
that I have been charged to do.” 

Each man knelt before the cardinal who 
placed a sword on the new Knight’s right 
shoulder saying: 


“I APPOINT AND declare you a soldier and 
Knight of the Holy Sepulchre of Our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Receive the Cross of Our Lord Jesus 
Christ for your protection and for that purpose

A couple of weeks ago I officiated at my nephew’s wedding 
in Pittsburgh, and in expressing his gratitude, he commented 
that he realized en priest could have done it, but was glad I 
had. 


It’s true that any priest could have said the Mass and of- 
ficiated at their marriage. But no one could take the place of 
a personal and family relationship. 


It occurred to me that the same is true of the role of parents 
in the religious education of their children. Parish religious 
education programs — both CCD and school courses — can 
be planned, and may involve the expertise of many dedicated 
professionals using the best techniques and finest resources 
available. 


But they cannot take the place of the religious education 
that a child can receive only from the parents who love him 
and share their life of faith with him, as I shared a life ex- 
perience with my nephew. Religious education programs 
supplement the parents’ work; they don’t supplant it. 


Though I appreciate parents’ need for help in educating 
their children, I cannot understand how some could prefer 
that someone else do it instead.

Priests’ Senate looks into 
weddings outside churches

Weddings celebrated at places other than 
Catholic. churches were debated by the 
Priests’ Senate at its meeting last week. 

Discussion arose from a resolution 
proposed by Father Thomas Meagher that 
the ‘‘chapel”’ at the Mission Inn, Riverside, 
should not be used as it is ‘‘unsuited for 
Catholic nuptials.” 


“IT WAS*HERE that President and Mrs. . 


Nixon were married in the days when 
Mission Inn was a flourishing center. 

The senate debate indicated there is a 
general feeling that marriages taking place 
outside an official church need some con- 
trol, and a resolution was passed requesting 
the Diocesan Liturgical Commission to 
prepare guidelines for such marriages. 

The political action committee set up a 
few months ago has been changed to the 
Christian Awareness Committee and ex- 
panded to include more priests, doctors, 
lawyers, sisters and lay persons, according 
to Msgr. William Cooney. He said pastors 
are to be asked to set up parish bodies with a 


similar responsibility. 

FATHER JERRY Sims reported that the 
materialities committee members who 
served on the diocesan budget committee 
with laymen were very satisfied with the 
cooperation they received. He said they 
were given full information by all depart- 
ments. 

In a related matter a_ resolution 
requesting a delay in Stewardship ’74 to 


avoid clashing with synod meetings was 


passed by a vote of 6 to 2, with 5 abstentions. 
It was reported 'the request had come from 
synod office officials. 


Father Frank Pattison reported on a 


summer seminar he attended regarding 
diocesan personnel committees and that the 
San Diego model proved superior to most. 
“No other board in the country showed itself 
superior to our system,”’ he said. ‘‘Ours far 
surpasses even those in places like New 
York, Brooklyn, Boston and other large 
archdioceses,” he said. 

FATHER MICHAEL Drennan was 
apointed to the personnel board to represent 
the interests of associate pastors.

RECENTLY awarded the title of Rose, in 
the face of international competition, is 
Veronica McCambridge of Andersontown 
Road, Belfast, 19-year-old niece of Father 
John Nesbitt, associate pastor at Our Lady 
of the Sacred Heart parish, San Diego. 

“This shows you that the hatred we read 
about and see in the acts of violence on 
television, is not typical,’ said Father 
Nesbitt. ‘‘When a girl from Belfast can 
become the Rose of Tralee, in County Kerry, 
it gives another side of the picture.” 

The priest was doubly proud because 
Veronica’s father, Gerald McCambridge is 
very active in the Corrymela Center, 
Ballycastle, where he spends much of his 
time ‘doing community work to bring 
Catholic and Protestant together.’’ 


VERONICA is one of a family of seven 
sisters and one brother, a part-time model, 
who commented ‘despite the bombs in 
Belfast, we do survive.” 

Extremists on both sides — Catholic and 
Protestant — are blamed for the acts of 
terrorism. ‘‘They do not reflect the views of 
the ordinary people,” said Father Nesbitt. 
“They are murderers, out for their own 
ends, and even quarreling among them- 
selves.” 

Strife-torn Belfast seemed far away as the 
15th Rose of Tralee from Andersontown 
received an ovation from. 30,000 spectators 
and the 26 girls who competed with her for 


Opening of Synod to highlight 
Bishop Maher's fifth year

Bishop Leo T. Maher enters his fifth 
year in October as spiritual leader of 
the San Diego diocese by calling 
together its first diocesan wide synod to 
update and renew Church laws and 
guidelines. 

The bishop, who marks his fourth 
anniversary in San Diego on Oct. 4, will 
officially open the Diocesan Synod 
Saturday, Oct. 27, in St. Catherine’s 
church, Riverside, and the following 
day, Oct. 28, in St. Joseph’s Cathedral. 


THE OPENING will be proclaimed 
not only in the northern and southern 
parts of the four-county diocese, but in 
parish churches as well. 

Sunday, Oct. 7, is “registration day’’ 
for parishioners who, after all Masses, 
will indicate synod topics they wish to 
discuss at speak-up sessions during the 
next 14 weeks. 

Parish reports, based on_ these 
sessions, will be compiled and coor- 
dinated at deanery (regional) levels 
and passed on to the 14 commissions 
writing synod documents. 


FIRST DRAFTS are expected by 
September, 1974, and final versions by 
May, 1975. These will be sent to the 
Vatican for approval and then signed 
by Bishop Maher to remain as diocesan 
laws until another synod is convened. 

Diocesan Synod II is historic for it 


marks the first time in the diocese that 
lay people have participated so directly 
in Church concerns. The first synod, 
called by Bishop Charles F. Buddy 
more than 30 years ago, was limited to 
priests and lasted only one day. 


The wide ranging work of the com- 
missions is seen in the scope of their 
activities — evangelization, education, 
liturgy, youth, family, ethnic and 
racial groups, Mexican-American 
interests, social action, com- 
munications, laity, priesthood and 
religious, church administration and 
ecumenical relations. 


SPECIAL ARTICLES on the com- 
missions’ work continue in the 
Southern Cross and will be compiled in 
a booklet. 


Bishop Maher, whose first four years 
in the diocese also have been marked 
with major statements on abortion, 
aging, Catholic press and other im- 
portant concerns, was installed Oct. 4, 
1969 in St. Joseph’s Cathedral. Arch- 
bishop (now Cardinal) Luigi Raimondi 
was the installing prelate and Cardi- 
nal James F. McIntyre presided. 


Ordained to the priesthood Dec. 18, 
1943, Bishop Maher was secretary to 
the late Archbishop John J. Mitty of 
San Francisco and archdiocesan 
chancellor. He was the first Bishop of 
Santa Rosa from 1962 until coming to 
San Diego.

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A time to keep

You won't know Dipolog 


Unless you fought in Mindanao with MacArthur (for 
those with young memories, that’s a Pacific battle and 
a general) it’s unlikely that you know Dipolog. It 
walked into my office last week in the shape of a 
diminutive Phillipine bishop, Felix S. Zafra. And 
that’s the name of his diocese, on Mindanao. 

It’s always good to be brought in touch with the 
world of the Universal Church, to be reminded that 
there are so many spots on this globe where the faith 
has taken root and struggles for existence. 

Bishop Zafra’s 3,600 square mile diocese has one 
bishop, 19 diocesan priests, four Italian missionaries 
and three American Maryknoll priests. San Diego 
diocese, by comparison, is 36,000 square miles, has 
one bishop (note to Rome, we’re still awaiting that 
auxiliary or two), 525 diocesan priests and religious 
order priests. 

Dipolog has 16 parishes and 173 barrio chapels — 
and 13 sisters. We have 165 parishes, 72 chapels, 40 
missions and more than 700 sisters. 


Each precious spot 


The big test, I suppose, is how many Catholics are 
being served. ‘Bishop Zafra is trying to deal with the 
needs of 411,000 people, of whom 350,000 are Catholics. 
In San Diego diocese we have around 2.8 million 
persons, of whom more than 500,000 are Catholics. 

Perhaps it is in areas like Dipolog — and these are 
numerous around the world — that the permanent 
deacon may come to the rescue, bringing an ordained 
minister to people who rarely see one. Certainly to 
hope and pray for more priests is laudable and 
correct, but in practical terms it would appear that the 
training of lay catechists in underdeveloped countries 
— already a major effort — will in turn provide the 
married deacons. 


Permanent, not transitional 


In this diocese the permanent deacon program 
moves into its third year this month. And those of us in 
the program were rightly warned again that ac- 
ceptance into the program in no way presumes or- 
dination. Like seminarians, the years of learning, of 
testing, of spiritual formation and growth, are 
essential before men can be accepted and approved by 
the people and bishop to be ordained ministers. 

Among our group are six entering their third year of 
studies, nine in their second year and two freshmen. 
Many who have applied have not been accepted — the 
psychological and other tests are rigorous — and one 
candidate was later removed from the course. There 
are three ordained permanent deacons working in the 
diocese, attached to their local -parishes. 

Many of the present deacon candidates happen to be 
extraordinary ministers of the Eucharist as well, and 
give Communion at their local churches. But this is 
entirely coincidental. Extraordinary ministers are not 
a part of the deacon program, nor to be confused with 
it. 

The Los Angeles archdiocese has just started its 
permanent diaconate program with 25 laymen 
ranging in age from 37 to 69. They will attend classes 
two nights a week for a total of six hours in a two-year 
academic program. As he celebrated Mass to start the 
program, Cardinal Timothy Manning said it was ‘‘a 


. day of great consequence for the Church in Los 


Angeles.”

Don’t believe all you read — even about the in- 
nermost secrets of the Vatican. That’s not a confession 
that SC doesn’t print the truth, but that gullible 
journalists and gullible readers provide a ready 
market for ‘‘confidential’’ bulletins. Virgilio Scattolini 
worked for L’Osservatore Romano until 1939, when he 
started an anonymous and confidential bulletin on 
Vatican affairs. 


Scattolini invented everything. He would start with 
a published fact, then embroider it, selling his 
‘“‘confidences’’ not only to leading news services but to 


-diplomats and secret intelligence agents for many 


countries. They caught up with him in 1948, when he 
was arrested and sentenced to six months in jail for 
creation and distribution of false Vatican news. 


. Aspot check of, say, United Press stories in the New 
York Times in 1939 and 1940 clearly shows about ten 
pieces bearing the Scattolini imprint. So don’t believe 
all those stories you may have read about “‘Msgr. John 
Baptist Montini” (the present Pope) engaged in in- 
trigue with the Christian Democrats. It may be a case 
of Scattolini’s graffiti. 


Of course, if you have a news vacuum — and the 
Vatican has always been fertile ground in this respect 
— you get rumor, gossip and the Scattolinis of this 
world. 


Shortage amid plenty 


For the first time in many years this nation is not 
fighting an offical war, yet all around us is the specter 
of growing shortages. Our supplies of oil, gasoline, 
electricity, natural gas, grain and some foods are 
threatened, we learn. In the newspaper business we 
are feeling the effects of a newsprint shortage — the 
paper on which this page is printed.

Confession-Communion 


Now that the tumult and debate have settled and 
various sides have been aired, here and across _ 
the nation, on the relationship between First 
Communion and penance, we now move to 
implement Rome’s declaration. 


The 35-page ‘‘study paper’”’ issued by the United 
States bishops endeavors to place in per- 
spective the various historical, cultural and 
theological aspects of the confession- 
Communion relationship. That such a 
document was necessary indicates the wide 
disparity of views, legitimately expressed, on 
a matter of Church discipline. 

Of special interest was the study paper’s 
reference to ‘‘devotional’’ confession as 
distinct from the question of ‘grave sin.” 


Children, say the U. S. bishops, should be in- 
structed for first confession ‘‘almost ex- 
clusively in terms of the traditional devotional 
confession.’’ They should not ‘‘be placed in a 
false conscience about lesser offenses or 
imbued with feelings of psychological as op- 
posed to genuine moral guilt.’’ 

Perhaps there is a message in this for all 
Catholics, particularly those adults who, in 
recent years have avoided the confessional. 


Some updated teaching in “devotional confes- 
sion” might be of benefit to all.

Catholic-Lutheran 
talks on papacy 


ALLENTOWN, Pa. (NC) 
— Lutheran and Catholic 
theologians meeting here 
concluded their full-group 
discussion of papal primacy 
and announced they will 
move to the question of in- 
fallibility at their next 
meeting in six months. 

In a joint statement, the 
National Lutheran-Catholic 
Dialogue Group said that as 
the result of its discussions 
“a basis has emerged upon 
which for the first time since 
the Reformation fruitful 
discussions between the 
Churches” are possible on 
the topics of papal primacy. 

THE NATIONAL dialogue 
was co-sponsored by the U.S. 
bishops’ Committee for 
Ecumenical and Interrelig- 
ious Affairs. Meeting since 
1965, the group has for- 
mulated consensus state- 
ments in the past on the 
Nicene Creed, common faith 
in Christ, baptism, the 
Eucharist and ministry.

MEMBER OF the Com-

Five parishes led the drive 
in 1972. This year there are 
at least 10, said Sister 
Vercie. Although the appeal 
is made primarily to the 
estimated 10,000 black 
Catholics in the diocese, it 
welcomes support from all 
parishes. 

Participating churches, all 
in San Diego, are Christ the 
King, Our Lady of Angels, St. 
Rita’s, Our Lady of the 
Sacred Heart, St. Jude’s, 
Holy Family, Holy Spirit, St. 


Anne’s, St. Michael’s and St. 


Brigid. 

SISTER VERCIE, who 
teaches at St. Rita’s school 
and works in Christ the King 
parish, said while there are 
no formal plans for the 
diocese’s northern areas, 
churches are urged to 
conduct their own. collec- 
tions. 

The country-wide appeal, 
‘which raised nearly $188,000 
last year, is sponsored by the 
National. Office for Black 
Catholics, 734 15th St., N. W., 
Washington, D. C. 

Sister Vercie said a 
diocesan Black Catholic 
Caucus is being formed for 
religious and lay people. It 
has about 30 laity and only 
one other religious, Father 
Giles Conwill, associate 
pastor at St. Rita’s.

FRESNO (NC) — The 
United Farm Workers Union 
adopted ‘‘a -non-violent”’ 
policy in approving its first 
constitution at a convention 
here. 

A lil-page bilingual 
constitution (Spanish and 
English) was adopted during 
a meeting attended by 2,000 
persons, 352 of whom were 
official delegates to the 
convention. The non-violence 
section said that ‘‘every 
member is sworn to reject 
the use of violence in any 
form for any purpose 
whatsoever.” 


IT ALSO emphasized that 
goals of organizing union 
recognition, picketing and 
boycotting must be ac- 
complished ‘“‘only by and 
through totally non-violent 
means.” 


Cesar Chavez, leader of 
the UFW organizing 
committee since its in- 
ception in 1966, was elected 
unopposed as first president 
of the union for a four-year 
term. 


AUXILIARY Bishop 
Joseph F. Donnelly of 
Hartford, Conn., chairman 
of the U. S. bishops’ ad hoc 
committee on farm labor, 
told the farm workers he 
brought ‘‘the good wishes

OF THE 525 PRIESTS in the diocese, 
approximately 100 are religious. About 20 
brothers work in schools and other in- 
stitutions. Three religious order seminaries 


and one diocesan seminary serve the © 


diocese. In all, 20 religious orders are 
engaged in various apostolates within the 
diocese. 

Priests employed by teaching or other 
institutions may not accept salaries in ex- 
cess of the diocesan norm, although their 
positions may merit salaries of several 
thousands annually. In these cases, the 
excess is written off as contributed services. 

Religious order priests are paid by the 
institution or organization by which they are 


employed but also may not accept more 
than the amount received’ by diocesan 
priests.

Is there a need for more attention to the 
matching of personal talent and interest to 
the priestly assignments? 

Are team ministries or area ministries a 
possibility? Are they either necessary or 
desirable? 

Should the expertise of former priests, 
now laicized, be utilized in some form of 
apostolate within the diocese?

making a renewal 
of their own

Despite a long history of contact with black 
people in America, the Catholic Church had 
made little progress among them. When the civil 
rights struggle of the 1960s erupted into “black 
power’’ and then moved into black nationalism, 
even that little progress was threatened. 

Young and middle-aged black Catholics, 
especially, began to search for religious or quasi- 
religious institutions that not only gave black 
people opportunities for total participation, but 
also encouraged and fostered their culture, 
heritage and identity. 

THE TENSIONS OF this social transition cost 


‘altogether too many vocations among black 


priests, brothers and sisters. The temper of the 
times simply left a predominantly white Church, 
and left its black members, suspect. Clearly 
answers to some weighty questions were needed. 

In many ways, the formation of the National 
Office for Black Catholics was a unique event in 
the Church. It was not decreed by the hierarchy. 
It was not a “‘possible solution’’ developed by a 
bureaucratic structure. 

Rather, black Catholics recognized that the 
credibility, survival, and renewal of the Church 
in the black community was their own respon- 
sibility, and they set about creating the structure 
that would achieve these goals. 


» NOBC represents a. real milestone in the _ 
history of black Catholics in America — a major 


sign of the transition from a missionary status to 
a firmly rooted indigenous Church. 


IN THE THREE YEARS of its existence, 
NOBC has worked towards its goals in programs 
related to needs in both society and the Church. 

It has attempted to provide a means by which 
black Catholics can assume a larger respon- 
sibility for the Church in the black community. 
Several programs have been developed. 

Among these are adaptation of the liturgy to 
incorporate black culture; the recruitment of 
black candidates to the priesthood and religious 
life; continuing theological and pastoral 


education programs to support our present black - 


priests and religious; and development of lay

leadership through training and skills transfer 
programs. . 

NOBC is also trying to assist the Church in 
making an effective contribution to the needs of 
the total black community. 


THIS IS DONE THROUGH pastoral ministry 
institutes for white priests, religious and laity 
and in-service programs for school personnel in 
the black community. 

NOBC will also consult with Catholic bishops in 
preparation for the 1974 world synod on ‘“‘The 
Evangelization of the Modern World.” 

The organization also will assist in the effort to 
eliminate any instances of racism within the 
Church and American society. 


IN ITS FREQUENT WORK with parishes that 
are predominantly white, with dioceses and with 
national Catholic organizations, NOBC_ en- 
deavors to bring about a sensitivity to the nature 
and evidence of racism and ways in which it 
might be eliminated. 

The staff has conducted several racial 
awareness programs throughout the country. 

Each of these areas constitutes on-going 
programs which NOBC conducted in some 27 
dioceses. NOBC has participated in international 
conferences reflecting similar concerns. 


IN SETTING DIRECTIONS for the future, the 
National Office of Black Catholics will first of all 
seek to enhance and intensify its activities in 
those areas that clearly remain as priorities. 

Among these are vocation recruitment and 
maintenance, lay leadership development and 
educational services, with special attention to 
religious education for black youth and pastoral 
ministry in the black community. 

Secondly the NOBC will expand its activities in 
relation to significant social issues not directly 
Church-related but which are concerned with 


NOBC sponsored. youth conference — a reaching out. 


injustice, oppression and the denial of human 
rights. 

THIS MEANS JOINING other organizations in 
pressing for the reform of welfare legislation, 
the rights of farm workers, the reinstatement of 
adequate housing laws and .other social 
programs. It also means developing within 
NOBC our own capacity to. take action where 
needed to alleviate urgent social needs. 

Efforts toward this objective have already 
begun. In cooperation with the National Catholic 
Conference for Inter-racial Justice, NOBC has 
provided permanent housing for the Black 
United Front in Cairo, Ill. — a community 


organization with housing, employment and | 


educational programs. 

Most recently, working with Catholic Relief 
Services, NOBC assisted in generating con- 
tributions from the Catholic Church throughout 
the country to relieve the severe famine which 
threatens to devastate the people of six countries 
bordering the Sahara Desert in West Africa. 

THERE ARE MANY critical social issues 
which have a legitimate claim to the capabilities 
and resources of the National Office for Black 
Catholics. 

There is the need to provide competent legal 
aid to minority communities, to support existing 
child-care programs, to orient vacant parish and 
diocesan facilities to community service. It is 
our resolve to develop practical and tangible 
programs to meet these needs. |

Question: 
Can an ex-priest officiate for a valid 
marriage? 

While the marriage laws of each 
state must be consulted in particular, 
civil law normally requires that the 
minister (priest) be not only ordained 
but also in good standing with his 
denomination. 

It is clear that a former or inactive 
priest, even though he has legally 
retired from the active ministry in the 
Catholic Church, is no longer permitted 
to act as a witness of the Church in the 
marriage ceremony. If he does so, the 
marriage is invalid before the Church 
and the state. 

It is true that an ‘‘active’’ priest 
could validly perform a civil marriage 
which would be recognized by the 
state; but the Church forbids him to do 
this, even if both parties are non- 
Catholics. 
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Question: 

Have we a “right to die’ with a ter- 
minal illness, if we wish to be spared a 
lingering time under sedation or other 
drugs? 

As far back as 1958, Pius XII stated 
that “normally one is held to use only 
ordinary means — according to cir- 
cumstances of persons, places, times, 
and culture — that is to say, means that 
do not involve any grave burden for 
oneself or another ... On the other 
hand, one is not forbidden to take more 
than strictly necessary steps to 
preserve life and health... ” 

This is in keeping with the opinion of 
moral theologians who state that, in the 
case of a terminal illness, the sick 
person can reject medication that will 
simply prolong life without hope of 
recovery. But neither the patient, nor 
the relative or doctor, may use any 
positive means to end life — that would 


Now they study ABOUT religion 


be euthanasia, a high-class word for 
murder. 


But suppose the terminally ill patient 
cannot make a decision concerning 
further medication? Bernard Haring 
offers this opinion in The Law. of 
Christ, (Volume III): 


“The physician is: obliged to devote 
the normal measure of medical care 
and personal attention to the incurable 
patient. He must make this effort to 
save the life of the patient, regardless 
of any earthly purposes which it might 
usefully or fruitfully serve. 


“However, the moral theologian will 
be in a quandary if he is asked to ex- 
plain what the ‘normal’ or ‘ordinary 
measure’ of care may be. Surely it will 
be difficult for him to lay down a rule 
applying to all cases ... The doctor- 
himself will be able to decide the 


point.” 


Students around the country are taking 
religion courses in public high schools in 1973-74, 


-a decade after the U. S. Supreme Court’s con- 


troversial ruling in the the Abington School 
District v. Schempp case. 


The instruction being given does not violate the - 


court’s ruling — in fact, it is in keeping with a 
guideline laid down in the majority opinion, 
written by. Associate Justice Tom Clark. 
ALTHOUGH THE historic decision stirred a 
good deal of publicity because of its ban on of- 
ficially sponsored prayer and Bible reading in 
public schools, educators and clergy have 
pointed out the ruling also called for the ob- 
jective study about religion in public schools. 
In a key section, Justice Clark said, “It might 


“well be said that one’s education is not complete 


without the study of comparative religion or the 
history of religion and its relationships to the 
advancement of civilization. 

“Tt certainly may be said that the Bible is 
worthy of study for its literary and historic 
qualities. Nothing we have said here indicates 
that such study of the Bible, or of religion, when 
presented objectively as part of a secular 
program of education, may not be effected 
consistent with the First Amendment.” 


WHAT SPECIFICALLY is permitted under 
this decision? Eight guidelines to help educators 
interpret and apply the court’s mandate have 
been prepared by Dr. James V. Panoch, field 
coordinator of the Public Education Religious 
Studies Center, Dayton, Ohio. They include: 

— The school may sponsor the study of religion 
but not the practice of religion. 

— The schools’ approach to religion is one of 
instruction, not one of indoctrination. 

— The schools’ approach to religion is 
academic, not devotional. 

— The school should strive for. student 
awareness of all religions, but not press for 
student acceptance of any one religion. 

Most high school religious studies are English 
literature and social studies. In some cases, 
special units have been incorporated into 
already existing courses, or new curricula have 
been developed. 

One of the more significant and successful 
approaches to the study of religious literature in 
schools has been developed by the Pennsylvania 
Department of Education and Pennsylvania 


State University. It arose from a 1965 state law. 


providing that ‘“‘courses in the literature of the 
Bible and other religious writings may be in- 
troduced and studied as regular courses in the 
literature branch of education by all pupils in the 
secondary schools. Such courses shall be elective 
only and not required of any student.” 


AFTER INITIAL testing in 1967-68, a course, 
“Religious Literature of the West,’’ was in- 
troduced in 1968-69. From 31 schools and 700 
students, there are now more than 3,500 students 
in 150 Pennsylvania schools. 

Prof. John R. Whitney of Pennsylvania State 
University developed the curriculum and co- 
authored the text. 

A point emphasized in the text is that ‘tas your 
(the student’s) involvement in this literature, 


and the universal questions it responds to, 
deepens, it is especially important that you 
realize and maintain an objective point of view.”’ 

ONE ASPECT OF teaching about religion that 
has posed problems for educators is how to avoid 
either advocating or denigrating various in- 
terpretations of religion or holy writings. 
“Religious Literature of the West’’ attempts to 
solve this difficulty by mentioning various 
theories and letting the students draw their own 
conclusions. 

In dealing with the New Testament, for 
example, the text says: ‘In keeping with our 
attempt to present an objective description of 
major characteristics and themes of the 
literature of Judaism, Christianity, and Islam, in 
this section we consider the New Testament as 
literature. In doing so, we represent the views of 
scholars who have studied the New Testament in 
relation to its development and culture. 

“This is not to deny either the possibility or the 
validity of the various understandings of in- 
spiration. It is to say, however, that the im- 
portance given to the New Testament and its 
themes, and the views of inspiration associated 
with it, are matters of choice for churches and 
individuals.” 


REFLECTIVE QUESTIONS in the text en- 
courage students to relate the religious 
literature to the three major traditions covered 
and to contemporary secular culture. 


In social studies, printed and audio-visual 
study materials have been prepared by a 
religion-social studies curriculum project at 
Florida State University. in Tallahassee. This 
project, directed by Prof. Rodney F. Allen, 
sponsored teacher training in 1969 and 1970, and 
offers a wide variety of materials for in- 
corporation into existing curricula. © 

Materials have been prepared for American 
culture (including the role of churches on the 
frontier and black churches), Western 
civilization (including the Crusades as war and 
peace in Christian perspective and Christian 
responses to multi-racial conditions in South 
Africa), and world culture (including Shinto’s 
impact on religion and urban-industrial 
development in Japan and Christian responses to 
social revolution as demonstrated by the church 
in Latin America). 


FOUR 16MM FILMS have been produced for 
studying the meaning of the 1963 Supreme Court 
decision and in examining actual classroom 
situations where the project literature has been 
used. 

Although there are several national 
organizations concerned with religious studies in 
public schools (e.g., Religious -Education 
Association, National Council on Religion and 
Public Education), there is no central clearing 
house for information. ‘The Public Education 
Religious Studies Center in Dayton, a joint 
program of Religious Heritage of America, Inc., 
and Wright State University, comes closest to 
providing this function. 

Experts agree that one of the better resources 
for information about materials is Religion Goes 
to School: A Practical Handbook for Teachers, 
compiled in 1968. 


BIBLES IN SCHOOL — The Bible is making its 
way back into public school classrooms — but 
there’s a new emphasis, with students studying 
it from standpoints of history and literature. 


THERE ARE STILL SOME school systems 
that have not instituted religious studies. per- 
missible under the Supreme Court ruling. 

One survey of Indiana high schools, for 
example, found that 120 out of 755 schools did not 
want information about the teaching of religion 
or of the Bible as literature. - 

That survey is cited in Religious Freedom in 
America, a source book and study guide spon- 
sored for national distribution by The In- 
terchurch Center in New York City, with the 
following observation: 

“Baldly stated, this simply meant that school 
officials or school boards or both preferred to 
maintain the status quo than to risk community 
discussions and face the necessity for training 
teachers to walk the fine line between objective 
teaching of religion and propagandizing as many 
of them correctly did on Sundays in church 
Sunday schools.” 


AS PROJECTS LIKE THOSE in Pennsylvania

ducted prayer crusades. He 
will hold a number of 
crusades in America.

Family planning in 
Mexico tightened 


MEXICO CITY (NC) — 
Mexican bishops have 
tightened the text of a 1972 
statement backing family 


planning to put more em- . 


phasis on Church teaching. 

A “Message to. the 
Mexican People” by the 80- 
member Mexican Bishops’ 
Conference, released on the 
feast of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe last December, 
placed the decision on family 
size squarely on married 
couples. 

BUT SEVERAL bishops 
dissented and asked for a 
redefinition of key points. 
These are: 

— On a couple’s decision 
to have children. The 
original text said that ‘“‘in 
reaching their decision, they 
will weigh all the factors to 
go to make up a proper 
conscience.”’ 

The new text said that in 
deciding, spouses have ‘“‘the 
right and responsibility to 
choose in accordance with 
licit means.”’ 

— On the number of 
children. The original text 
said couples should consider 


their own circumstances in 
determining the size of their 
family, and the means to 
achieve limitation. 

THE CHANGE stressed 
limitation must be achieved 
“according to the moral 
law.” 

— Onconscience. The first 
text said: ‘‘The feeling of the 
people of God is an im- 
portant clue for forming a 
moral conscience. In fact, 
for many Christians it can be 
a decisive element.” 

The new text stressed: 
“The feeling of the people of 
God, which cannot be right if 
it disagrees with the 
teaching authority of the 
Church, is an important clue 
for forming a moral con- 
science.’

THE MEN WHO MADE 
MEXICO by Clarke Newlon. 
Dodd, Mead and Company, 
New York. 273 pages, $4.95. 

Anyone who needs a quick 
background to Mexican- 
American culture’ and the 
upheavals which have 
characterized Mexican 
politics during the past 200 
years, will find The Men Who 
Made Mexico very useful. 

From the activist priest 
Miguel Hidalgo at the turn of 
the 19th century through to 
the. current President of 
Mexico, Luis Echeverria, 
the men — and some of the 
women — who have shaped 
our southerly neighbor are 
portrayed. Never in great 
depth, sometimes with 
pedestrian style, Clarke 
Newlon provides what can 
only be a soup course in a 
meal of such diversity that it 
whets the appetite for more. 

Hidalgo with his flam- 
boyance and his illegitimate 
children, Juarez whose 
dedication earned him a 
particular niche, Santa Anna 
of. the Alamo and of many an 
intrigue — they pass in 
review. Surpisingly there is 
Cantinflas, the comic, who 
appears not for his politics 
but for his help in bringing 
Mexico international 
recognition. Guzman the 
writer, Vasquez the ar- 
chitect are others included 
for their help in shaping the 
national scene. 

There is much that is 
colorful, heroic and possibly 
histrionic in Mexican 
history.
